It is my understanding that the Council is ready to 
proceed to the vote on the draft resolution before it. 
Unless I hear any objection, I shall put the draft 
resolution to the vote now. 


There being no objection, it is so decided.

Russian Federation, Singapore, Syrian Arab 

Republic, United Kingdom of Great Britain and

The President ( spoke in Spanish ): There were 15 
votes in favour. The draft resolution has been adopted 
unanimously as resolution 1452 (2002). 

The Security Council has thus concluded the 
present stage of its consideration of the item on its 
agenda. 

The Security Council will remain seized of the 
matter.
